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Meat Shortage to 
Last Through 1947, 


Experts Forecast 


Demand May Decline as 


Spending 
Shifts to 


Non-Food Items 


Washington, Oct. 4—(AP)—Ag- 


riculture department economists 
said today meat supplies are un- 
likely to catch up with demand 
before 1948—and by then people 
may not be able to afford as 
many steaks said, roasts as they 
would like. 


That doubly discouraging fore- 


cast for meat-hungry Americans 
came as the price decontrol board 
suspended at least until next week 
a third decision on the future of 
ceiling prices for milk and other 
dairy products, now free of OPA 
jurisdiction. 


The agriculture department's 


bureau of economics explained its 
prediction of a slackening meat 
demand some 12 or 15 months 
hence by saying that consumer 
Incomes are expected to turn 
downward in late 1947 or early 
1948. 


Demand May Decline 


Furthermore, the agency said 


the demand for meat and other 
foods—now at a record peak— 
may decline as consumer spend- 
ing shifts to non-food items, such 
as automobiles, washing machines, 
refrigerators, 
and clothing, 
as 


supplies of those goods become 
more abundant. 


The bureau said meat output 


during the remainder of 1946 may 
be "relatively low," reflecting 
heavy marketing of hogs and cat- 
tle in July and August, when there 
were no price controls, and delay- 
ed fall marketing of livestock. 


As for 1947, the report said 


per capita civilian supplies may 
be only as large as this year—or 
an average of between 140 and 145 
pounds a year. 


Big Beef 
Production 


It added that the suply of pork 


is expected to be smaller, than 
this year but that production of 
beef is expected to be larger, re-

We Must Oppose 
All World Blocs, 
State Demos Told 


Springfield, HI., Oct. 4—(AP? 


—Adlai E. Stevenson of Chicago, 
a United States delegate to the 
United Nations general assembly, 
said today this nation must op- 
pose anj' attempt of Prussia, Brit- 
ain "or anyone else" to divide 
the world into "exclusive blocs." 


"We trust oppose it on the 


grounds of self-interest and on 
the principle of the responsibility 
of the great powers to maintain 
peace and security based on the 
unity of all the great power and 
the dominance of none," Steven- 
son declared. 


He set forth his views m an 


address prepared for a meeting 
of the Democratic state commit- 
tee and county chairmen. 


Stevenson said American for- 


eign policy as expressed by Sec- 
retary of State Byrnes was not 
"pro-British, or anti-Russian, or 
vice versa " 


"Our 
policy is an independent 


American policy which recognizes 
the principal of compromise and 
rejects the compromise of prin- 
ciple." 


Stevenson said two wars had 


been fought "to prevent Europe 
falling into the hands of a single 
power." and that no nation wants 
to fight another. He added: 


"But 
the Russians must feel 


confident that Europe will 
not 


turn against them again, just as 
western Europe and the rest ot 
us feel confident that the whole 
of Europe will not fall under Rus- 
sian military domination. 


"We believe there is room in the 


world for their system and ours, 
but conflict and competition be- 
tween our systems is inevitable 
—a competition of performance 
rather than a 'contest of arms," 
he continued. 


Americans must try to under- 


stand 
the reasons 
for 
Soviet 


"mistrust." the Soviets' "anxiety 
to expand their influence" and 
their "appalling wounds," Stev- 
enson said. 


"We must try to convince them 


that we want to be sincere friends 
because Russian-American har- 
mony is ths keystone in the arch 
of peace,"

Russia Denounces

Paris, Oct. 4—(AP)—Russia in 


angry words today accused the 
United States and Britain of vio- 
lating their Big Four agreements 
by voting for an Australian amend- 
ment to set up an international 
commission for supervision of Ital- 
ian reparations payments. 


The Italian economic commis- 


sion of the peace conference, which 
still must fix the amount Italy is 
to pay neighboring' allied states, 
passed the amendment, 12 to 8, 
with France, China and the Slavic 
states opposed. 


Under the amendment, an inter- 


national body consisting of the 
Big Four and countries receiving 
reparations would supervise pay- 
ments other than those to Russia. 
These would go to 
"Jugoslavia, 


Albania, Greece, Ethiopia and Po- 
land. 


A. A. Arutiunian of the Soviet 


union, visibly angered, declared 
th?t the United States and Britain 
had violated an agreement to a. 
section of the Big Four foreign 
ministers' treaty draft. . 
- -THe"Australia^ "anftnBment as 
originally worded, would have giv- 
en the chairmanship, of the com- 
mission to the United States on 
the ground that the United States 
as a non-claimant of reparations 
and a non-European power had a 
better "perspective." 


Text Before Committee 


The adopted text, which now goes 
before the plenary session, would 
create "an 
Italian 
reparations 


commission to coordinate and su- 
pervise" the collection. of non- 
Russian reparations payments by 
Italy. If it is approved by the 
full conference and by the four- 
power council of foreign ministers, 
the new commission will meet 
shortly after the treaty is signed. 
Its costs of operation 
will be 


charged to the 
Italian 
govern- 


ment, 


The commission will be con- 


cerned chiefly with "reparations in 
the form of current production 
and 
industrial 
equipment."

Truman Caught in Middle 


The "errors," Baruch charged 


are "gravely dangerous to the 
delicate negotiations now under- 
way." 


While President Truman put the 


whole controversy down 
as 


matter between Baruch and Wal- 
lace, the government actually ap- 
peared to be caught between its 
international negotiations and the 
domestic controversy which the 
highly personal charges- of the 
two men seemed certain to arouse 


Wallace, whom the president 


removed from the cabinet last 
month because of his split with 
Secretary of State Byrnes over 
Russian relations, had the latest 
word in the row with Baruch. 


Wallace Cites 2 Points 


In a statement last night, Wal- 


lace declared that atomic energy 
negotiations in the-United Nations 
have reached an "impassive" on 
two basic points of disagreement, 
which he attributed indirectly to 
Baruch's "stubborness." The two 
points, he said, are: 


1. Whether the United States 


should "continue >ftS7vpr<§duca 
and stockpiling of atomic bombs 
during the negotiations" of a trea- 
ty leading to full international 
control. 


2. Russia's "refusal to agree to 


an international system of in- 
spection to control atomic energy 
production." 


Beyond these, Wallace said, the

Mrs. 
Henert, administratrix of 


the estate of her late husband, had 
charged in the suit that the rail- 
road was guilty of failure to take 
proper 
precautionary 
measures 


which, the suit contended, would 
have avoided the accident. 


The plaintiff charged that the 


presence of a freight train on a 
side track near the crossing pre- 
vented the two men from obtaining 
a clear view of the track and that 
no warning of the streamliner's 
approach was given them. 


The railroad testimony held that 


warning blasts were blown by the 
engineer of the waiting freight, 
who also claimed to have waved in 
warning to the men in the car.

Jackson Declares 
Victors Too Must 
Obey Peace Rules 


Buffalo, N. Y., Oct. 
4— .(AP)— 


Associate Supreme Court Justice 
Robert H, Jackson, declaring that 
the rules of law governing the 
Nuernberg war crimes trial should 
apply to victor as well as van- 
quished, asserted today that "the 
victory has not ended or given 
promoise of ending the oppression 
and injustice which breed internat- 
ional discords." 


America's chief prosecutor, in 


his first public utterance since the 
con\iction of the Nazi war leaders 
said that "war and dictatorship are 
so interrelated that I am convinced 
little progress can be made toward 
permanent peace without solving 
the problem of protecting the ele- 
mentary rights of minorities." 


In a speech prepared for the cen-

majority of the total vote cast at 
the election. 


Barrett pointed out in his opin- 


ion that section 2, article XIV of 
the state 
constitution 
governs 


adoption of the proposed "Gate- 
way Amendment." This section of 
the state's basic law piovides that 
such amendments become effec- 
tive if "a majority of the electors 
voting" at said election shall vote 
for the proposed amendments." 


"Therefore." Barrett's 
opinion 


said, "in order for the "Gateway 
Amendment* 'to be adopted as a 
part of the Illinois constitution 
it must receive a majority or. the 
iotes of all the electors voting 
at the geneial election, Xoi. 5. 
1946 ... a majority of the votes 
cast on the proposition itselt is not 
sufficient." 
"Gateway Amendment" Explained 


The proposed "Gateway Amend- 


ment" piovides for a change in 
the Illinois constitution to peimit 
submission at any single genei- 
al election of not more than three 
constitutional 
changes, adoption 


of any one of \\hich would require 
a favorable two-thirds of the votes, 
cast on the pioposed change. At 
present the constitution provides 
that only one such constitutional 
change can be submitted at a 
single general election with a 
majority of the total vote cast 
at the election necessary to make 
it effective.

Compensation and Bond Issue act 
commonly known as the bonus 
act, however.

As to the method to be Used 


in determining what constitutes 
a majority of votes cast for mftn- 
bers of the geneial assembly, Bar- 
rett cited the Illinois Supreme 
court decision on the 1918 state 
highway bond issue act (Mitchell 
vs. Lo\vden). 


The record in that .case, Bar- 


rett said, shows that a total of 
975.545 votes \\ere cast at the 
election; the number of votes cast 
lor the act was 661.815 while 
154396 \oteg uere cast against 
it' the highest vote tor members 
of the general assembly was 398,- 
821 and the majority in favor of 
the act, as found by the state can- 
vassing board, was 212,404:I2. 


Quote Court Ruling: 


This highest legislative vote. 


Barrett said, was determined by 
taking the aggregate vote in each 
county for members of the House 
of Representatives and dividing it 
by three. In counties where caoidi- ) 
dates for the state senate were 
voted upon, the vote for State 
senator was ascertained" and if it 
exceeded one-third of the 
vote 


cast for state representatives the 
vote for senator was taken. The 
state canvassing board held that 
the highway bond- issue act had 
received a majority of the legisla- 
tive vote and consequently was 
adopted. The state Supreme court 
sustained this judgment. 


In a decision approving adoption 


of the World War I Bonus Act. 
Barrett said, the Illinois Supreme 
court held: 


"It is contended that a majority 


of the electors of the state voting 
at said election did not vote for 
the act as required by section 18 
of article 4 of the constitution. 
That section requires an affirma- 
tive vote by a majority of the vot- 
ers voting at an election for mem- 
bers of the geneial assembly. This 
court held m Mitchell v. Lowden. 
288 111. 327. (the highway bond 
issue case of 1918). that under 
the system of minority represen- 
tation in this state a majority of 
the voters voting at the election 
must vote for the act, and that 
it is not required that it receive 
a majority of the total vote for 
members of the legislatuie. which 
might be three times the number 
of voters. 


"In this case the proof shows 


that 1.220.315 votes were cast 
in favor of the act and 502.372 
against it. The highest legislative 
vote at the election was 1.704.857 
showing a majority for the act of 
368,387 votes. The act received 
a constitutional majority."

Hits Motor Plants; 
Many Idle Workers 


No Signs of Success in 


City's Walkout; Little 
Hope in Ship Strike 


(By The Associated Press) 


The automobile industry has 


begun to feel the effects of Pitts- 
burgh's crippling- power strike and 
more than 25,000 workers in De- 
troit motor plants faced extended 
layoffs today. 


The 12-day old power shutdown 


has' made more than 100,000 work- 
ers idle in the Pittsburgh area 
although the basic steel industry 
in the district is virtually unaf- 
fected since most of the pro- 
ducing- companies have their own 
generating plants. 


However, the processors and 


fabricators, makers of finished 
and semi-finished products, have 
been forced to shut down and 
shipments have been curtailed. A 
sharp drop in automotive prt>- 
duction was reported in t>etroit 
because of the sheet steel short- 
age. Chrysler Corp., which em- 
ploys 70,000, cut its production 
schedule from nearly 5,000 to 2,- 
775 cars and trucks daily, while 
Bnggs Manufacturing Co., which 
supplies 
Chrysler 
with 
bodies, 


said that 7,000 of its employes 
are being laid off. 


No Sign of * Success 


Meanwhile, in Pittsburgh, there 


was no 'indication that federal 
mediators were nearing success in 
their efforts to effect a settle- 
ment of the wage dispute. They 
continued negotiations with rep- 
resentatives 
of 
th«; Duquesne 


Light Co., and from the Independ- 
ent Power union. The 3,500 strik- 
ers have asked wage increases of 
20 per cent. 


Pittsburgh's severe transporta- 


tion tieup continued as AFL 
streetcar operators voted against 
crossing picket lines set up by the 
power union. The city has been 
without itreetcar service for a 


In the nation's other major -la- 


bor dispute — the five day old ship- 
ping strike — there appeared little 
hope of early settlement. In Wash- 
ington, the Labor department ar- 
ranged a written contract between 
the striking unions — AFL. Mast- 
ers, Mates and Pilots and the 
CIO Marine Engineers — and ship 
operators of the east coast and 
gulf. 


Reveal Flans • 


A Maritime commission member 


said after east coast terms are 
"signed and sealed," the commis- 
sion will extend them to all gov- 
ernment ships.

Dr. Compton predicted that the 


shortage of scientists "will reach 
nearly 40,000 in 1949." 


Experts Study Pieces of Big 


Airliner to Learn Why 39 Died 


Stephenville, Nfld.,

ers fashioned this version of the 
crash, the worst in commercial 
aviation history. The plane ^was 
a DC-4 Douglas * Skymaater. It 
had stopped overnight at Harmon 
field on the southwestern coast 
of Newfoundland because of bad 
weather at Gander airport, across 
the island. 


A crew of eight and 31 passeng- 


ers were aboard. The tanks had 
been filled with 290Q gallons ot 
high octane gasoline for the long 


bop to Shannon, Bit*. 


The plane used a runway point- 


ing in a northeasterly direction 
toward a range of rock capped 
mountains 
eight miles distant, 


which range up to 1,200 and 1,501) 
feet. 


Ground 
crews 
watched 
the 


craft rise normally, with an es- 
timated 150 feet of altitude before 
it reached the end of the runway. 
The ship continued to gam alti- 
tude and held to a straight course.

Restaurant Men 


Smile at Victory 


on Price of Meat 


Washington, 
Oct. 5.—(AP) — 


Restaurant owners accepted with 
satisiaction today OPA's decision 
that they may increase prices ol 
meat meals up to 15 per cent 
next Thursday. 


Walter F. Clark, president ot 


the National Restaurant Associ- 
ation, predicted that now they had 
made their point, many will not 
take advantage of the full in- 
crease. 


"Only in some 
cases 
where 


restaurants have had to absorb 
higher costs will they be passed 
on to the consumer," Clark said. 
But he 
expressed 
gratification 


that "we have been able to show 
OPA some adjustment was neces- 
sary." 


In abandoning its attempt to 


hold the price of meat meals at 
the June 30 level, OPA announced 
late yesterday it had acted "to 
restore the prices of restaurant 
meat offerings to their normal re- 
lationship to the prices of other 
meals." 


Under the new price order, 


when the increase is applied to a 
meat 
offering which costs 20 


cents or more the price will be 
computed to the nearest nickel 
Thus a 30-cent sandwich will go 
up to 35 cents, not 341/i. 
On 


charges of less than 20 cents, the 
prices will be raised in even cents. 


OPA said it would have revised 


regulations ready next Tuesday. 
These also will-change the pres- 
ent method of computing ceilings 
on meals built 
around 
entrees 


which are not under price control. 


At present ceilings are com- 


puted adding the actual cost of 
the item and the current over-all 
profit margin. 
After 
Thursday 


the price will be actual cost plus 
the margin of 1943. 


When meals or dishes contain 


both controlled and decontrolled 
items, OPA said, the main dish 
or entree determine whether the 
ceilings is fixed by the cost-plus 
method or the 15 per cent boost 
allowed *on meats. 


On ham and eggs, a borderline 


case with ham under ceilings and 
eggs free, the cost-plus method 
may be used. 


The new price 
system 
was 


worked out here at a closed con- 
ference of OPA officials and the 
national restaurant industry ad- 
visory committee. 


Downstate Faces Job

Soon Use Sickness 
. Benefit Programs 


Rhode Island, California 


Lead in Establishing 


Benefit Plan* 


Washington, 
Oct. 5.—(AP)— 


The social security board expects 
a number of states to follow the 
lead of Rhode Island and Cali- 
fornia 
in establishing workers' 


sickness benefit plans during the 
next few years. 


The last 
congress 
provided 


something of an incentive when it 
amended the social security law 
to permit states to withdraw em- 
ployes' contnbutions 
to 
unem- 


ployment compensation funds to 
make disability payments. 


Generally speaking, unemploy- 


ment compensation taxes are paid 
not by employes, but by employ- 
ers. 


Directly affected by the revision 


in the law are nine states which 
are now, or have in the past, 
levied an. unemployment tax on 
workers. 


May Withdraw Funds 


The funds which they 
have 


built up in the federal treasury 
may be withdrawn, if their legis- 
latures so decide, to help estab- 
lish sick benefit plans. 


The amendment to the federal 


law was inserted at the special 
behest of officials in California, 
which through an unemployment 
compensation tax 
on employes 


since 1936 has built up a fund of 
$306,000,000. This is in addition 
to monies contributed by employ- 
ers, which are kept separate. 


In California's new disability 


law, which will become effective 
ne.xt May, employes' contribution* 
for the years 1945 and 1946 are 
earmarked for the sick benefits 
program. The state has started 
to draw on its unemployment 
monies now in the federal treas- 
ury. 


Rhode Island, the only other 


state which now has a cash sick- 
ness benefits plan for workers, 
has not ,j_ra,wn pn^the- unemplo&s- 
ment fund, having a separate, 
adequate account from a tax on 
workers since 1937. 


Other* Are Ready • 


The only other two states now 


collecting a tax on employes for 
unemployment compensation—and 
which could withdraw such money 
if their legislatures set up disa- 
bility plans—are Alabama 
and 


New Jersey. 


Alabama has ben collecting it 


since 1936 and now has $22,935,- 
000. New Jersey started the levy 
in 1938 and has $158,682,000.

eral grand jury which has been 
investigating a five-year delay in 
imprisoning William R. Johnson
